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An Enemy _ 
Unconquered 


Germans Are Trying To Hold As 
Many As Possible With The 
Colors 
The New York Times says: By the 
treaty the Germans promise to cut 
down their army to 200,000 men, and 
after a year, when Spartacus will pte- 
sumably have ceased to be dangerous 
to 100,000. Dispatches from the 
Rhine have already told how they are 
evading this provision by the organi- 
zation of home guards and police re- 
serves, including hundreds of thous- 
ands of veteran soldicrs and amount- 
ing virtually to minute-men ready to 
be flung into line in any new war. 
But even this is not enough. ~ Now 
they are trying to obtain exemption 
from the requirement to cut down 
their regular army to 200,000, on the 
ground that it would be a hazardous 
undertaking to discharge so many 

trained soldiers all at once, 

The American Army has been 
brought back to this side of the At- 
lantic, and most of it has put on 
civilian clothes and gone to work.’ 
This was~done in response to’ an un- 
mistakable popular demand, — The 
American people thought the war 
was over and wanted their troops 
brought home. As rapidly as pos- 
sible the British Army is going back 
ot civilian life, also in response to a 
popular demand, Demobilization in 
France and Italy has moved more 
slowly, because the French and Ital- 
ians are much closer to the seat of 
troiible and know what it means to 
be invaded; but even in those coun- 
tries there is strong pressure on the 
Government to disband the armics 
and let everybody forget about the 
war. 

But the Germans are trying, not to 
disband as many men as they can, 
but to hold as many as possible with 
the colors, The Turkish army was 
theorefically beaten a year ago, but 
the disarmament which was promised 
seems to have been incompletely 
carried out. Today we know that 
Armenia is to be freed from Turkey, 
but we hear that thousands of armed 
Turks are in or near Armenia, and 
that the Armenians have no war ma- 
terial with which to oppose them. 
We can give Armenia freedom, but 
the Turks are likely to wipe out the 
rest of the Armenians, 

We have been talking about the 
disposition of Constantinople. There 
are Allied military missions and food 
missions in the city, but according to 
credible reports there is also a cori- 
siderable Turkish army there. The 
Turks are not prepared to take their 
defeat lying down; they made some 
resistance when the Greeks occupied 
Smyrna, and it is far from impossible 
that the nation which gets Constan-| 
tinople will have to fight for it. 

The Burgarian army was thorongh- 
ly beaten a year ago, but the Bul- 
garians, too, applied sabotage to the 
armistice terms. There is still in 
Bulgaria a considerable force of vet- 
eran troops fairly well supplied witli 
munitions, and the Bulgarians will} 
not admit that they have lost- the 
war until they are forced to admit it. 
There is danger that before long the } 
enemy Whom our armies defeated a 
year ago will have stronger forces in 
the field than'*we. 

To America, which is four thous- 
and miles away, this may nave no 
pressing interest, and certainly Ae 
immediate what it may 
mean in the long run is another ques- 
tion, But it is undoubtedly of an én- 
grossing interest to the nations 
which live next door to the enemy. 
With conditions such as this, is it 
surprising that the Roumanians fin- 
ally took their fate into their own 
hands and went forth to abolish the 
standing menace on their northern 
fronticr? The conference was doing 
nothing for them; they concluded to 
do something for themselyes. There 
have been no reports in the last few 
days that the Greeks, menaced by the 
unquenched hostility of a Bulgaria 
by no means disarmed, and kept out 
of Thrace by the solitary opposition 
of the American delegation, may} 
presently do the same, It is no 
doubt to be regretted that a Power 
feels itself, as the Roumanians seem 
to fecl, thrust out of the alliance and

The special scale of rates on ship- 
ments over 500 ‘pounds have been 
cancelled, 

With the exception of carload fish 
rates from the ~ Pacific Coast no 
changes have been made in the com- 
modity tariffs, though after Sept. 1 
no cartage will be performed on com- 
modities carried at special carload 
rates, 

On less than carloads no collection 
service will be given but delivery 
will be made at destination where a 
cartage service is maintained.

JUDGMENT OF THE NATIONS 


Thessubject selected by the lesson 
cominittee is “The Future Life,” but 
at best such a Statement would be 
the use of the term in an accommo- 
dated sense. According to legitimate 
textual and contextual signification it 
is the judgment of the living nations 
which fies still in the future (vy, 32). 
The idea of a general judgment 
which is of such frequent occurrence 
in religious literature and teaching is 
a fundamental error. It is not once 
found in the Bible, neither the idea 
which it is intended to convey, Doc- 
tor Pentecost most distinctively says, 
“It is a mischievous habit that ha$ led 
the Christian world to speak of the 
judgment as being one great event 
taking place at the end of the world, 
when all human beings, saints, sin- 
ners, Jews and Gentiles, the living 
and the dead, shall stand up before 
the great white throne and there be 
judged, Nothing can be more wide of 
the Scriptures.”* The Bible speaks of 
different judgments, differing in  re- 
spect to the subjects to be judged, 
the place of judgment, the time of 
judgment and the regult of the judg- 
ment, This is not the judgment set 
forth.in Revelations 20:11-14, but pre- 
cedes that one at least one thousand 
years. ; 
1, The Judge (vy. 31.). 

It is the Son of Man, the oné who 
came and died to redeem the human 
race, and who now being clothed with 
majesty and power will act as judge. 
Those who accept him now shall not 
come into the judgment (John 5:24). 

Il, The Time (vy. 31).

Terrors Of Bolshevism 


Everyone in Russia Lives Under a 


Shadow of Horrible Death 
+ and Torture 
London, — Commander — Colonel 


John Ward has arrived in London, 
having been suminoned from Russia 
by the War Office for a consultation. 

In an interview he stated that the 
horrors of Bolshevik rule had been 
far from exaggerated, It was, he 
said, indeed doubtful as to whether 
the story of half the atrocities in 
Russia had yet been told. 

The secret of the prolonged regime 
of the Bolshevik was simply terror- 
ism, Everyone in Russia acted un- 
der fear of denunciation and of a 
horrible death. Besides there was no 

od, clothing or other necessities of 
life for those refusing to profess 
Bolshevist views. Again the Bol- 
sheviki controlled the rich 
facturing districts and all attacks on 
them had to be made from the 
sparsely populated areas, hence it 
was important that General Denikine 
should be supplied with munitions as 
should be Kotchak, 

The Bolshevik forces, states Com- 
mander Ward, have practically un- 
limited supplies of munitions, as only 
a small portion of the munitions sup- 
plied Russia by the allies before the 
revolution fell into the hands of the 
Germans.

Genevia.—The Austrian peace terms 
have been received in Vienna with 
great surprise and indignation, ac- 


cording to advices réceived here. It 
is believed that the Renner ministry 
will fall as a result.

Columbus, Ohio—In the — first 
speech of his trans-continental tour, 
President Wilson here urged. the 
United States people to exert their 
influence for acceptance by the Unit- 
ed States senate of the peace treaty 
signed with Germany, and predicted 
that the senate would ratify the 
treaty. 

“When this treaty is accepted,” he 
said, “the men in khaki will never 
have to cross the seas again, and I 
say ‘When it is accepted,’ because it 
will be accepted.” 

Speaking to a capacity audience 
which filled every nook in Memorial 
Hall, the President said it was not his 
purpose during the trip “to debate” 
the treaty, but to expound it to the 
people. He declared there was a con- 
cert of feeling among the allied re- 
presentatives at Versailles. Referring 


|to the United States delegation, he 
said: 
“We were under instructions, and 


we did not dare to come home with- 
out fulfilling these instructions. If I 
could not have brought back the kind 
of a treaty I did bring back, I never 
would have come back.” 

President Wilson appealed to hig, 
hearers if they would not read the 
treaty themselves, to at least accept 
the account of its contents as given 
by those who made it. 

The League of Nations, he declar- 
ed, was forceful in fulfilment of the 
promise that the United States was 
fighting this war to “end business of 
that sort forever.” Not to establish 
the league, he said, would have been 
unfaithful to those who had died. Be- 
sides, the President said, the treaty 
“tears away” the chains of oppres- 
sion and gives small nationalities the 
right to live their own lives. “That,” 
he said, “was the American position 
and I was glad to fight for it.” 


France Accepted 
Friendly Offer 


How They Agreed to Border Line 
Under Terms of Peace 
Treaty 

Paris.—During the debate on the 
peace treaty in the Chamber of De- 
puties, Captain Andre Tardieu dis- 
closed that France in February last 
had proposed that Germany's geo- 
graphical frontier be fixed at the 
Rhine. He said that President Wil- 
son and Premier Lloyd George had 
recognized the justice of the request, 
but instead of granting France the 
occupation of the left bank of the 
Rhine, they promised immediate help 
in the event of German aggression. 
France appreciated this offer, which 
was unique in history. Captain Tar- 
dieu. said he was of the opinion the 
British army, if its services were 
ever required, would not arrive too 
late, as the German army would be 
unable to conceal its preparations. 


Captain ‘Tardieu dwelt. on the 
strength of Great Britain and her 
admirable dominions, and also -the 
United States, and concluded by say- 


ing that France had no designs to 
secure political ascendency.

ly carried out to Scandinavian coun- 
tries by a flying boat of the Royal Air 
Foree proved tobe remarkably suc- 
cessful, 

Starting from Felixstowe and pro- 
ceeding via Dundee, the machine flew 
direct to Norway and landed at 
Christiansand, this being the first 
oceasion on which the journey has 
been accomplished by a British sea- 
plane. From Christiansand the trip 
continued by stages to Christiania, 
Copenhagen, Stockholm, Gossburg, 
Esbjerg and back to Felixstowe, a 
total distance of 2,450 sea miles, 
which was covered in a total flying 
time of 40 hours and 40 minutes. 

The flight was made entirely as a 
demonstration of the commercial use 
of flying boats, and it is noteworthy, 
because no mishap of any kind occur- 
red, despite the fact that from its 
departure until its return to Felix-
